AT LONDON. 


' LOXDOX, April Si.—The expcctntion of 
jso rare ami iniirortniit an event as the rep- 
:rcsentatives of a colony being heard at the 
ibarof the house attracted an unusually 
large number of spectators to the houso of 
lords yesterday. Tlie scats in the side 
galleries were filled wilh pceresscs,imd the 
galleries assigned to members of the houso 
of commons were largely occupied. There 
rwasafull atlemiauco of peers, and tho 
iPriucc of Wales and Prince Albert Victor 
Kit together on i\ cross Ixjnch. 


Lord Vuunivt'ii moved that tho Ne\v- 


'fouudlaud delegates bo heard at the bar 
jo( the. house. J-otd Knutsford, secretary 
of state for the colonial department, as- 
sented to the motior!, and the speaker of 
the house of lordsj Lord Hnlsbury, gave 
orders that tlic delegates bo admitted.

five 
Newfoundland 
delegates, 


Leaded by tlio premier of Newfoundland, 
Sir William 'VYliitoway, thereupon made 
their appearance. Sir William Whitcway, 
delivered his statement in n clear, well 
pitched voice, every syllable beiug dis- 
tinctly audible. HE was .listened 
to 


throughout with keen attention. The 
statement opened with a review of the 
Jiistory of the legislation in which New- 
foundland ' is concerned since the treaty of 
Utrecht, in lilS, when France ceded St. 
Kills, Hudson Bay, Nova Scolm and New- 
foundland to England. Sir William White- 
way tlien proceeded to give the details of 
the objections of tlie Newfoundlanders to 
Lord Kuutsford's coercive bill, introduced 
iu the house of lords by the colonial secre- 
tary, and concluded with the following 
proposals, which, he said, ought, in the 
opinion of the delegates, and in ihe opin- 
ion of the i>eo|>le of Newfoundland, to bo 
accepted by this imperial government as a 
solution of this (liflicultics now existing: 


That tho Newfoundland legislature |U 


immediately RH nt* authorizing the execution 
for this year (if Jho modus Vivendi, rtnd of the 
award of (lie arbitration commission, togctUer 
•with :JJ treaties and declarations under in- 
structions from (be queen iu council. 


That further progress of the Knutsford bill 


be deferred until the passage of the uliove act, 
and that the 
[irpjcsnt arbitration agreement 


. shjtll nut be allowed to opcrato beyond tltc lob- 
ster question without obtaining the prior con- 
scut of tho colony o£ Newfoundland, In which 
case the colony shall be represented on the 
commission. 
. That the colony of Newfoundland desires 
11ml tlie agreement be "for unconditional arbi- 
tmtion on nil poinU that either narty may 
raise under ULU treaties. 


If this can be arranged between Great 


Britain and France, Newfoundland will 
ask to be rcprcsuiitecl upon the arbitration 
commission, and will pass an act to en- 
force ihe execution of the awards of the

added that the Newfoundland delegates 
regret that up to Ibe jireseutinoment these 
proposals have not only not been accepted, 
Itmt that no hope IKIS been held out thai 
they ever will be accepted. Their adop 
inon, Jie said, would immediately cause 
the excitement at present existing in New 
ioundlnnd lo subside, and would induce 
jxuice under conditions which would maki 
coercion by warships extremely difficult. 


The Newfoundland premier added thrt 


5f the Kilnlsford bill Ijecame a Uw, it wil 
liave been forced -upon a resentf.nl people 
but if the proj]osa}s of theNewfonndlant 
delegates were adopted; every good olijco 
of the bill would be-easily and pleasantlj 
attained.

culty arose from his ignorance of rhythm 
"ud sound. This difficulty he set himself 
o overcome. Jiow well he did so is shown 
n a poem printed in' the article entitled 
'The Deaf Mute's Lament," and bcgin- 
ling: 


I move a silent exile on llio earth. 


Mr. Carlin's interest in deaf mutes was 


wide and untiring. He contended against 
reslricliuy ihtm- c-uucalion lo tJteir sup- 
posed limited facnllics. He was especially 
earnest in their cultivation of tho sciences, 
for these reasons; ho was widely known 
and loved by deaf mutes both in this coun- 
ryand Kurope. His own house, *rhcrc lie 
lad lived for forty years, was n cculer of 
ntcrcst for others afflicted like himself. 


Mr. Cnrlin married early in years a deaf 


mute and had five children, none of whom, 
it is interesting to know, is t. deaf mute.

Ill-Haiti's Surplus. 


Loximx, April '24.— The budget was sub- 


mitted to the house of commons yesterday 
afternoon by Hon. George J. Goschei!, 
chancellor of thee.\che(|uer. 


Mr. Goschen said that there was an ex- 


cess of .i'l,7IJO,OOfl over ll'm surplus which 
he suggested in ISM. He addcil, however, 
that there was no certainty lhat a pro- 
gressive increase would be maintained, as 
the needs of Ireland bad increased the ex- 
penditure l>y .il'00.000. 


Mr. Goscbcn slated that not less than 


.t'000,000 of the surplus rose from the in- 
ternal revenue duty on uleholic spirils. 
Tho net reduction of Hie national debt dur- 
ing tlic year wits £30,000,000 during the 
time the present •administration has been 
iu oflicc. 


Alluding to the increase in the duties on 


alcohol, Mr. Cioschen rcpudinlcd the idea 
that Ihe government was pledged to carry 
out the scheme of the purchase of pnliliu 
house licenses. For tho coming year, Mr. 
Goschen estimated that the revenue would 
amount lo ilKI,-ISO,000, and Ihe expendi- 
tures lo .I'SS.-HO.OOO. The expenditures hud 
been augmented by the Irish relief works, 
the census and dockyard building. 


Considering the increased cost of anini- 


inenlx, and tlio heavy burden on the home 
taxpayer, lie held tliul a call inighi to lie 
made upon the colonies foi- further contri- 
butions to Ihe fund for imperial defence. 
He proposed lo apply most of the year's 
surplus I o five education, thus redeeming 
tho pledges of Ihe government. Mr. (ios- 
chen declined lo make an absolute plodge 
lhat Hie school fees would bo abolished in 
Ireland, but sutd that a portion of the 
money would certainly be assigned 'to 
Ireland.

viewed regarding hla anti-silver letter, aid

"1 feclthatthese frieuds were entitled to 


know how 1 stood on the question, ami so I 
took iho first favorable opportunity to give 
my views. 
Since 1 did so 1 tmvo received n 


large mail from all over tbo country, thank- 
ing mo for having done BO. 
My correspond 


cuts fay that the party had a right to know 
my views, and that I would not haveacted in 
good faith if 1 had kept them a secret. 


"If 1 have caused a thorough discussiou of 


the subject among Democrats, they must ad- 
mit thai 1 acted wisely." 


Mr. Stephens ou behalf of tlio .Missouri 


Democrnts, asked:—"If, in ease you are 
elected President in }SU3 aud a Democratic 
Congress should pass a free coinage bill, 
would you veto it, no matter if you know that 
110 great majority ot your party favored tlio 
measure*1' 


"It I should lo elected President In 1SB," 


nuswured the ex-President, "such n bill would 
Jiot reach mo until 18M. as Congress would 
not meet until Dccotub.T, ISM. So that is 
a bridge we had boiler not attempt to cross 
until \vocome to it. 


"What would be bad for the country at tlio 


present time might lie a necessity iu ISM. 
As tbc volumo of business increases, it is 
necessary to increase Hie currency. The 
amount of the present per capita should bo 
Increased, but cliangcs should uo rnado grad- 
ually. 


"WLen the law was pasted providing for 


the coinage of $2,000,000 per month, I feared 
the result, for 1 thought it, would prove au iu- 
jury !o the business Interests of the country, 
for the timo nt least. 
However, the law 


proved a beuclit, for, contrary to my opinion, 
iho cou itry was ready tor the change. 


."When tbo present law providing for £4,- 
500,000pel- momh was passed, I thought the 
measure too radical, and that it might have 
the effect of driving gold out of the country, 
but in this I was mistaken, and both those 
opposed as. well as tuoso i.u favor of freo coin- 
age believe that tho present law is a wise ono 
iu so far that the country has benefited by it. 
With tho rapid strides the country is making, 
it is impossible to say what financial measure 
TVO may bo ready for in 1S94. 
.."In forming my views upon the subject I 
did not alone consider tho interests of any ono 
section of this country. My. only desire is to 
see financial legislation enacted that will bcn- 
elit the people in the West as well as in tho 
East, aud those in tho North as well as those 
in the South. 
Tbis great country of ours, 


with its divcrsiQcd interests, should not be 
Tiowe-d from !!>« standpoint of any section. 


"I have been unable to sec how free coinage 


could fail of being :in injury in every section 
of this country, believing, as 1 do, that It 
would drive gold out of circulation/ As we 
are in a great measure dependent upon Euro- 
pean markets for our products, we are obliged 
to take them Into consideration. 


"When I linve suggested a monetary con- 


ference of tho representatives of other govern- 
ments and our own, which could agree upon 
a new standard of value, my suggestions havo 
been scoffed at by Europeans. 


"I am delighted that tha people arc now 


cngagcdin such a thoughtful consideration ol 
this question, aud that by 18(13 they will have 
decided whether or not wo are ready to haudlo 
nil the silver of the world."
